tarded handicapped children. 


The care of children in the school 
is comprised of sight, hearing, teeth 
and general health examinations 
periodically, plus immunization a- 
gainst polio and other communicable 
diseases, 


Tf problems arise outside of their 
field, the unit can contact other 
persons specializing in that field for 
further consultation — for example 
the child guidance clinic in the case 
of pschological problems.

This came 
in the form of ‘loans’ from general 
taxation revenues, loans which were 
then written off. :
